A strong indictment of the for- | 
estry methods used in Canada is, 
made in an issue of the “Empire | 
Forestry Journal’ by Fraser Story, ! 
the editor. After referring to the 
ever-growing needs of the Empire for 
soft woods, the writer points out the, 
magnificent white pine forests of 
Eastern Canada are gone and the 
lumber industry is now concentrat- 
ing on the great forésts of the West. 

“The treatment of old stands and. 
the neglect and abuse of young 
growth, in spite of the efforts of the 
forestry service, the absence of care 
in the abstraction of produce and 
the large percentage of waste come 
as a shock to European forestry,” he 
writes. 

“Generally speaking,’ he  con- 
tinues, “no effort is made to restock 
cleared areas with profitable species¢, 
During logging operations all valu-, 
able conifers are removed while fire, 
nearly always breaks out in the) 
debris and burns any that remain. | 

“Valuable coniferous forests are 
succeeded by practically worthless 
trees, Which are in their nature} 
weeds, What makes matters worse is 
the tendency to cut down young trees 
for quick sale, | 

“The lack of regard for future! 
crops seems to be priacipally due to) 
thoughtlessness. Canada will, no 
doubt, always have a sufficient sup-! 
ply of soft woods to satisfy her own 


needs, but as an Empire supply she} 
is a failing source.”

Eastern Canada is fighting that 
scourge of youth, Infantile Paraly- 
sis (Acute Polimy.iiis) and both 
Ottawa and Toronto have hada 
large number of cas-s, the majority 
of cases being children. Quite a 
number of deaths have occurred, 
This is the season for Infantile 
Paralysis. There have been a few 
eases in Alberta within the last 
month. Now that the children 
have returned to school, there is 
daily contact, especially is this so 
in country schools, where during 
the vacation period children are 
usually widely separated, 

If a childkexhibits signs of sick- 
ness, j.e., fever, running nose, loss 
of appetite, irritability when tonch- 
ed, he should be isolated for twenty 
four hours. In that time whatever 
disease is incubating will develop. 
On no account should other ehild- 
ren be allowed in contact. The 
symptoms may develop nothing 
worse than a bad cold, or it may 
be measles or scarlet fever, or again 
it might be Infantile Paralysis If 
at the end of twenty-four hours the 
child is still sick, a doctor is indi- 
cated. Where the whole future of 
the child may be concerned, it is 
criminal to run the smallest risk
